Find Relic 1,000 Years Old

Ethnologists Unearth Remnants of 
Indian Civilization in New 
Mexico 


Dr. F, W. Hodge of the bureau of} 


American Ethnology, who has 
returned from three months of ar- 


chaeological exploration in New 
Mexico, announced that his expedi- 


just 


{tion had unearthed the relics of an 


Indian civilization probably 1,000 
years old. These evidences, con- 
sisting largely of glass beads, pend- 
ants and ornamental combs incrust- 
ed with turquoise, were unearthed in 
Central New Mexico, fifteen miles 
southwest of Zuni and about three 
miles from the Arizona border. 

By digging far enough into the de- 
bris on the site of the ancient  vil- 
lage of Hawikoh, Doctor Hodge un- 
earthed the burial grounds of the 
ancient Zuni Indians at different lev- 
At the lowest level the methods 
of burial indicated an extremely re- 
mote period of Zuni civilization, The 
conformance with some 
custom, were apparently dismember- 
ed, the heads and limbs being buried 
in one spot and the trunks in anoth- 
er. Another class of burfals were 
discovered apparently of another 
period, when the remains were cre- 
mated in bowls, and the vessels econ 
taining water and food were depos- 
ited with the dead—The Houston

German Intrigue

Washington, Dec. 31.—Insiduous 
efforts of the Germans to involve the 
United States and the entente allies 
in the peace negotiations being con- 
ducted with the Russian Bolsheviki, 
have developed to such a stage that, 
in the opinion of some officers here, 
notice of the propaganda must be 
taken and an attempt made to neu- 
tralize it.

the purpose of discussing the 
advisability of receiving and answer- 
ing the proposals of the Bolsheviki 
to participate in the negotiations, as 
has been reported by a leading con- 
sérvative British newspaper, they wil! 
act in accord with the agreement 
rigidly adhered to by all the entente 
allies until the defection of Russia, 
not to entertain any peace proposals 
from the enemy, without consultation 
with each other. In diplomatic cir- 
cles here today it was said that any 
decision from such a meeting would 
be promptly laid before the American 
state department. 


Ofter Any Inducements 


Germany is believed to be prepared 
to offer almost any conceivable bait 
to an individual enemy in order to 
drive a wedge into the allies and 
cause its disruption and, having suc- 
ceeded measurably with Russia, is 
trying to get that nation to influence 
her late allies. 

Rumors that have existed for the 
last fortnight to the effect that an- 
other peace proposal was about to be 
launched by the central powers, eith- 
er through the vatican or some neu- 
tral state, are believed to have their 
foundation in the attempt of the 
German negotiators to use the Rus- 
sian delegates for that purpose. But 
in-either case, if there is to be an- 
other peace proposal through those 
channels, it is believed in some quar- 
ters that the time is ripe now for a 
strong and well-considered declara- 
ration by the entente powers and 
America that will effectually antici- 
pate and counter this attack. 

It has been pointed out by the state 
department that President Wilson al- 
ready has twice announced America's 
war aims in unequivocable terms. 
‘Therefore, it is-assumed that if Lloyd 

rge and Georges Clemenceau, 
efter consulting the spokesmen of 
the other allies, decide that a reply 
shall be made to the German pro- 
posels that reply must take some 
other form than an address by the 
American chief executive. 


Have Reached Limit 


Genera! staff officers here are un- 
derstood to attach great significance 
te the present attempt of the central 
powers to force the entente powers 
into peace negotiations. To their mind 
it is a clear indication that the Ger- 
man military leaders have now ac- 
complished all that they feel capable 
of doing in the field. They can “hold 
on” for a long time yet, it is sug- 
gested, but they can not extend their 
fields of occupation without an enor-

Driven Across the River 


Another reverse for the Teutonic 
allies following that effected by the 
French troops in their initial drive 
on the northern front in Italy has 
been brought about by the Italians 
in a sharp attack in the famous 
Zenson loop. 

Eastern Position Cleared 


Here the enemy has been driven 
to the eastern bank of the stream 
from positions he had held since the 
Italians in their retrograde move- 
ment from the Isonzo made their 
stand along the western shore of the 
Piave. Thus the entire right bank of 
the Piave has been cleared of the in- 
vaders, except far to the north, where 
the battleline runs westward from 
the stream through the hill region. 


Suffered Severely 


The fighting for the Zenson bridge- 
head has been in progress since last 
Thursday, the Italians keeping after 
the foe in order to regain the posi- 
tion, which always has been consid- 
ered a menace to Venice. Heavy 
losses were inflicted on the enemy. 
by the artillery and rifle fire by the 
Italians before he was forced to re- 
cross the stream. 

The official statement reads: The 
Austrians last night were compelled 
in consequence of Italian operations, 
to abandon the Zenson bridgehead, 
where they had a lodgment on the 
western bank of the Piave river, and 
pass to the eastern bank of the river, 
the war office reports. All the Zen- 
son bend is now held by the Italians. 
The text of the statement follows: 

“At Zenson di Piave, owing to our 
pressure begun on Thursday and con- 
tinued without occupation, the enemy 
last night was obliged, after having 
suffered heavy losses, to abandon the 
bridgehead and to pass again to the 
left bank of the river. All the ground 
in the bend is now held by us. 

“On the remainder of the front, the 
artillery action of both sides gener- 
ally was moderate. Our artillery 
showed more activity on the Asiago 
plateau, and the enemy's guns in- 
creased their fire inthe Monte Tomba 
| sector. 

“Last night enemy airmen attack- 
ed the aviation camp of Istrana, and 
repeated their agression against the 
inhabitants and open cities of Vice- 
nza, Bassano. Castel Franco and Tre- 
|viso, where bombs were dropped 
Altogether were registered 13 dead 
jand 44 wounded. The victims for the 
most part belonged to the civil popu- 
lation. The material damage was 
slight.
